NANKING, 
China.— (tf>) —Advices 


tfrom Nanchang, capitol of bandit in- 
fested Kiangsi Province, Wednesday 
said 10,000 persons were slaughtered 
near Kinnfu in a clash in which Out- 
laws, farmers and soldiers figured. 


The soldiers were so well protected 


by their, machine guns that the ban- 
dlts rounded up 10,000 non combatant 
farmers and used them as a shield 
against the soldiers, then the outlaws 
charged, annihilating the troops when 
the latters guns were put out of com- 
mission.

CHICAGO.—On the first annivers- 


nry of the murder of Alfred Lingle, 
the Chicago Tribune. Tuesday paid in 
full the, $25,CK)0 reward1 which was 
posted by the paper within an hour 
after that sensational crime was com- 
"mitted. 


n Hagan, the undercover man who 


iscovered the identity of the mur- 


derer of Lingle. 


Hagan was assigned by Pat Roche, 


chief investigator for State's Attorney 
John A. Swanson, and Charles F. 
Rathbun, assistant state's attorney, to 
mingle with the gangs of Chicago, to 
hobnob with the gangsters, in the 
hope that he might learn why and by 
whom Lingle had been killed. 


After spending 2'/4 months living 


and going about the country with no- 
torious members of Chicago's gang 
world, Hagan'lherced the secret of the 
killing and, acting upon the informa- 
tion given by Hagan, Roche and his 
staff succeeded in the capture of Leo 
V. Brothers, a St. Louis gangster, who, 
fleeing the consequences of another 
crime in St. Louis, had joined the 
ranks of the Chicago hoodums. 


Brothers was identified as the mur- 


derer of Lingle, he was placed on trial 
before a jury in Judge Joseph Sa- 
buth's court and convicted. 


At the outset of the investigation it 


was announced by State's Attorney 
Swanson that all of the officials and 
investigators participating in the in- 
quiry, 
including

Faced Many Dangers 


The reward was offered for "infor- 


"(niition leading to the arrest and con- 
viction of the slayer of Lingle," and 


1 Vohn Hagan obtained such informa- 


tion upon which Brothers was arrest- 
ed and convicted, and thus Hugan be- 
came eligible for the reward. 


In carrying out his assignment Ha- 


gan braved many perils and always, 
while he lived with the gangsters and 
learned their secrets, he stood in dan- 
ger of being exposed. 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras.-(yp)- 


A "softened" communism is the aim 
of Gen. Augusto Snndino, says Ramiro 
Molla Sanz, a Spanish explorer who 
has returned here after a three weeks' 
stay at the mountain headquarters of 
the Nicaragunn insurgent. 
• Molla Sanz fell into (he hands of a 
Sandinlsla band while he was making 
his way through Nicaragua on foot as 
part of a walking journey from New 
York to Buenos Aires. 


Escorted to the headquarters of the 


commander, he was received as a 
.guest and given opportunity to learn 
much of the methods and objects of 
the Sandino campaign. 


,'The Russian brand of communism 


is not to my taste," Sandino told him. 
"U is much too agitated. I want n 
quiet Spanish communism, softened 
and made orderly." 


Spanish World Communism 


In the Molla Sanz travel book Sar.- 


dino wrote sentiments which hailed 
the explorer as a brother and kindred 
spirit and added: 


"Spain and Spanish America will 


yet communize the world." 


This he signed and sealed with his 


personal seal, the design showing a 
Sandinista holding an American by 
the hair and cutting off his captive's 
head. 


In the territory under his control 


Sandino is practicing the 
softened 


communism which he preaches to the 
mountain folk. The land belongs to 
\hc native, and every man must help 
his fellows. 


Molla Sanz said that the Sandino 


forces numbered 4,000 and were well 
equipped with rifles, machine guns, 
some bomb throwers, a few small cnn- 
non and three anti-aircraft guns. 


They have plenty of river craft and 


maintain a line of communications 
from the headquarters in the Segovia 
mountains to the mouth of the Coco 
river on the Atlantic. 


It was by this route that the visitor 


was escorted back to civilization. The 
party went overland to Bocay, then 
drove down the Bocay and Coco riv- 
ers to Cabo Gracias a Dios. 


Short On Salt 


Salt is the great lack of the Sandino 


commissary. Raids on towns gener- 
ally yield other food supplies, but salt 
has been so scarce that several fights 
have taken place just with the object 
of getting some. 


Sandino himself was described as 


in good health. He denied that he 
had ever been wounded in the leg, 
as had been reported. In fact, Molla 
Sanz said, the general seldom leads 
his men into battle, leaving that task 
to the subcommanders in charge of 
his various columns. 


Sandino related that he had plan- 


ned a big attack upon Managua, 
capital of Nicaragua, but gave up 
the scheme 
when the 
earthquake 


laid the city in ruins. Instead he 
turned his attention to 
the 
east 


coast, raiding Puerto Cabezas and 
Cabo Gracias a Dios in April. 


Sandino said he would keep the 


fight even after the American ma- 
rines are out of his country. He will 
seek to overthrow President Moncada 
and. establish a national government 
based upon his modified communism.

department has upheld the conten- 
tion of the agriculture department 
that loans made to farmers under the 
drouth relief legislation arc subpect 
to a prior lion by the government and 
cannot he garnTshed by creditors of 
Farmers in payment of old debts.

ed have been instructed by Attorney 
General Mitchell to prosecute such 
cases whenever they arise.

Farm Taxes Show 


Decline For 1930 


Report Shows Lowest Tax 


Per Acre For Past 


17 Years 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)—For the first 


time in the 17 years of record, aver- 
age taxes per acre on farm real estate 
declined slightly in 1930 as compared 
with the previous year, said a report 
today from the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The bureau's report added, however, 


that because prices of farm products 
and values of farm real estate have 
declined more than taxes in the past 
year, farm real estate taxes are rela- 
tively higher than they were a year 
ago. 
Average taxes in 1930 were ma- 


terially more than 51.50 on ?100 of 
full valuation, the report said. 


The net decrease 
for the 
United 


Slates averaged one point in the in- 
dex or approximately 40 cents per 
$100 
of tax. The index figure was 


placed at 249 for 1930, compared with 
250 in 1929. The year 1913 is used as 
a base of 100. 


Tux changes for 1930 ranged from 


an average decline of 12 points in the 
Kast North Central States Io an in- 
crease of 7 points in the New England 
States. 


The report said the average farm 


lax rate in 1913 was 68 cents of $100 of 
full valuation, the probable market 
value of the land. In 1924 the tax 
rate was $1.22 on full valuation; in 
1927

Goodwin has been in jail at Dal- 


las several months, He was brought 
from Dallas and the court immediate- 
ly passed sentence. He will bo taken 
to the Texas penitentiary within a day 
or two and held there pending execu- 
tion, Sheriff Brooks said. 


Goodwin was charged with killing 


Elliott and then throwing the body 
into Sulphur river. His younger-broth- 
er, Bud Goodwin, is serving a 20- 
year sentence for complicity in the 
killing. 


Dave Goodwin took an appeal, but 


the Texas court of criminal appeals 
affirmed 
the 
judgment. 
Recently 


Goodwin's lawyers asked the Supreme 
Court to grant a rehearing, but their 
petition was denied. A pardon or com- 
mutation 
by 
Governor 
Sterling is 


said now to be the only hope of the 
prisoner's family and friends. 


Goodwin, following his sentence, in- 


dicated he has given up hope and ex- 
pects to die on the date named by 
the court. "But they have given me a 
mighty raw deal all the way through," 
he said. "It looks like there is no 
justice in humanity." 
Goodwin has 


a wife and several small children who 
live on their little farm in the west- 
ern part of the county.

THERE used to be a •story dealing with the perplexity of a 
1 
school boy who was askext how long it would take a cat to 
. get out of a well, if it kept alternately jumping up four feet 


and falling back five. 


Sometimes one is forced to wonder if medical science in 


these days isn't faced with much the same sort of problem.' 
Probably it is holding its own better than the cat in the story; 
but there are times when it seems as if medicine conquers one 
problem only to face another one that did not exist before. 


Health statistics recently collected in a large American 


city are a case in point. 


These figures show how magnificently medical men 


have overcome certain diseases that scourged the race a gen- 
eration ago. They also show how other diseases have, at the 
same time, increased in prevalence. 
, 


In 1900, for example, in this particular city ,the death 


rate from typhoid fever was 110 per 100,000. Today it has 
dropped to 1.6. 


In 1900 the death rate from smallpox was 56.4 per 100,- 


000. During the past year, in the city under consideration, 
there was but one death from smallpox—and the city's popu- 
lation ia over 900,000. 


In 1900 the diphtheria death rate was 56.6 per 100,000. 


-At present it is only 4.1. 


Those figures point to some of medicine's greatest tri- 


umphs. But there is another side to the picture. 


The death rate fx-om diabetes, 30 years ago, was 4.4 per 


JOO.OOO; today it is 19.5. The cancer death rate in 1900 was 


. 54 per 100,000; today it is 108.6. The heart disease death 


rate &t the turn of the century was 98.4 per 100,000; today it 
Is J66,4. 


Medical science, then, in 30 years, has made diphtheria, 


typhoid fever and smallpox relatively unimportant; but at 


same time these other diseases have advanced to more 


positions than they ever held before. 


fn the fight on disease, then, useless? Not quite. For 


during the ajst 30 years, in this city that furnished the above 
fijgwres, the general death rate declined sharply—from 17.6 
per 1000 to 11 per 1000. There has been a definite gain. 
Medicine is a letter better off than the luckless cat in the well. 


The figures do show, however, the roundabout way in
